Number of scholars 
twenty, 11 boys and g girls. 

The Spring term ofthe High school was taught by Miss 
Josephine A. Pickering of Boston. assisted by her mother, 
Mrs. M.E. Pickering. There were three graduates at the 
end of the term. The Fall and Winter terms have been 
taught by Miss Carrie F. Weeks of Greenland. Some have 
thought that it would have been wiser to employ a teacher 
from out of town, but the result has justified the employment 
of home talent for this important position. Miss Weeks has 
given good instruction to her scholars, and has won their re- 
spectand love. The numberof scholarsis sixteen. 12 boys 
and4 girls. There would be seven or eight more, if they 
had not gone into the High school in Portsmouth. Our 
school, in respect to its equipments, does not come up to the 
standard set by our State Superintendent, so as to be put up- 
onthe list of New Hampshire High Schools. The law re- 
quires that towns not having a Hiyh school shall pay the 
tuition of those who may attend a High school in another 
town. Thelawisa good one. Every boy or girl wishing 
a High school education should haveit. But we think the 
privilege should be limited to these who wish to pursue 
studies beyond what they can pursue in the schools in their 
Own town. 

Year by year the qualifications required of teachers have 
been increased. Larger, more extensive knowledge is re- 
quired, also better aptness to teach. Year by year thereis 
a higher standard of education, and the demand for well 
trained teachers is moreearnest andimperative. Ourtown 
has done well in the past sixteen years in making an extra 
appropriation for schools. In this respect we have done ‘ 
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better than many towns. Yet there are in the state one 
hundred and two towns which pay more for schools in pro- 
portion to their valuationthan wedo. And although some 
ofour scholars go out of town to attend school, we ought 
nottodo less than we are now doing for the education of 
those whoremain. It would bea good arrangement if our 
four schools could be reduced to three; one Primary, one In- 
termediate, and one High school, Let the name High 
Schoolremain. Itis betterand more fitting than Grammar 
school. Letall the schools be located in the yard of Brackett 
Academy; and free transportation be provided for the chil- 
dren that live beyond convenient walking distance. 

It would be a good thing also if our town would unite with 
a group of towns which should employ a competent man to 
give his whole time to the superintendency ofthe schools.

3 LIBRARY TRUSTEES’ REPORT ¢ 
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The trustees of the Weeks Public Library respec ae 
submit to the town their sixth annual report. 

At the present time there are 3619 volumes in the library, 
an increase of 614 since ourlast report. They comprise 2150 
volumes of fiction, 146 vols. of biography. 326 vols, of his- 
tory, 128 vols. oftravel, 1:81 vols. of literature, 102 vols. of 
natural history, 171 vols. of poetry, and 415 vols. of religious 
and scientific works and books of,reference. : 

The library has been openevery Weduesday and Saturday 
afternoon and evening duringthe year. Books have been 
taken out 4202 times, an average of 41 books each library 
day. The largest number of books taken out on any one day 
was 95; thesmallest, ro. Ofthe books taken out, 3932 have 
been fiction, and 270 history, travel, etc. 

There have been presented to the library during the year 
276 volumes, as follows: Miss Ann W. Peirce, 189; Mr. Chas. 
W. Pickering, 61; Mrs. Wm. A. Peirce, 17; Miss Mary F. 
Simes, 7; Mr. J.C. Simpson, 1; Mr. Joseph B. Walker, I; and 
there have been purchased 300. In addition. Wm. A. Peirce 
presented the library with $25.00 with which 38 vols. have 
been purchased; not all of them being yet placed on the 
shelves.

We urge again upon the patrons of the library that they 
use as much care in handling the books as is consistent with 
their free use. Books must never be marked with pencil or 
ink, orthe leavesturned down; and care used not to bend 
back the covers, which svon distroys the binding and neces- 
Sitates the purchase of duplicate copies. Ten books have 
had to be replaced this year for this reason. 

A yearago mention was made of the necessity for more 
shelfroom. A book stack has been built substantially like 
the old ones at an expense of one third the cost of a new one if 
purchased complete, and we have left shelf ends sufficient 
for another stack when needed. ; 

It will be noticed that there has been a falling off in the 
number of books taken out during the year, though the num- 
ber used is still large fur a town of this size. More use 
should be made by the schools of the large number of books 
of history, travel and literature that we have on the shelves. 
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
